Ruth, 13, ha s been writing home compla ining letters from sum­ 
mer ca mp^ She feels pa rticula rly a bused by her counsellor’s ‘’un­ 
fa irness.” 
This ca mp officia l not only forces Ruth to give a n hour ea ch da y 
to a kind of cra ftwork she detests, but refuses to a llow her to rea d 
during the rest hours. Yet she ha s gra nted this rea ding privilege 
to two of Ruth's ca bin ma tes. 
Ruth's mother a sks me, “ Do y ou think a friendly little note 
from me to the ca mp director might remedy this situa tion? ” 
No. I do not. I think the remedy ma y lie somewhere in the 
a nswers to these questions: 
Why ha s Ruth not tried to remedy her situa tion for herself? 
Why ha s she not cha llenged this “ unfa irness” ? Why does she feel 
so a bused by it? Does Ruth think this is her first experience with 
injustice? 
. * 
If so, she ha s been a llowed to live in illusion. As imperfect jus­ 
tice is inherent in a ny huma n situa tion, Ruth ha s undoubtedly been 
unfa irly trea ted before. 
If she ha s been ta ught otherwise, then injustice ha s been done 
her fa r more serious tha n a ny her counsellor ha s imposed on her. 
TTia t, I think, is Ruth’s problem. 
If a child is encoura ged to believe in our perfection, his belief 
forces him to ignore our imperfections. Thus, he gets no experience 
in cha llenging imperfections. 
He ma na ges pretty well for a time, ma y be. For we, never da ring 
to a dmit we a re unjust, lea rn to ma ke our injustices pa la ta ble by 
loving words a nd generous gifts. 
Then one da y , our y oungster comes sma ck up a ga inst injustice 
tha t doesn’t ta ke the trouble to ma ke itself pa la ta ble. She feels 
terribly a bused by her commonpla ce experience. Instea d of cha l­ 
lenging her counsellor’s unfa irness, she runs a wa y from it in com­ 
pla ining letters. 
Children tra ined in a wa reness of huma n imperfection don’t 
sca re so ea sily , As it’s a n old story to them, they cha llenge it 
without grea t belligerence. 
Like other rea listic people, they a ccept wha t they ca nnot cha nge. 
Their letters sa y , “ The food’s good. I like the swimming, too, but 
my counsellor is a drip.” 
* When growing children continue to a sk us to fight their ba ttles 
with other a dult a uthorities, I think we a lwa y s ha ve to a sk our­ 
selves: 
“ Ha ve we ma de ourselves ina ccessible to criticism? Ha ve we 
a ssumed a perfection tha t ha s denied this child confidence in his 
right to question injustice? ”
